techment duties and „the suppression of minior disturbances 
to the police. In this view 1 fully concur. 

3. Assuming that it may be' necessary to occupy the (_u- 
ehai Hills permanently, I would invite Your Lordship’s at- 
tention to the poaibility of simplifying the f.dninistration 
of this territory* At present it is occupied and adminis- 
tered partly by Assam, Partly by Bengal, and partly by 
Burma, there thus being three different Govurnmepts with 
three separate polios and military organisations, dealing

Under the existing rules, indiganeous nationals 
of the Hill tribes inhabiting area adjacent tp the Indo- 
Burmeso frontier and who enter India by land over the said 
frontier are exempted from the provisions of Rule 3 of the 
Indian • passport Rules provided that the exemption shall not 
apply to any such national of thu union of Burma who pro- 
ceeds into India beyond twontifive miles from the land 
‘-•iur.The some rule is applicable to Lushair p for movement 
within the 25 miles limit in Chin Hills. 

Jive Qupiiiy Ccninij ssi oner, Mizo District mentioned 
that many Chins are not adhering to this rule, as for the 
purchase oY certain commodities such as rico or paddy, co- 
tton cloth and yarn, brass vessels etc. some Chans go as 
far as Sil.’hnr. But no action has been taken so far against 
the offenders as the matter was kept pending for cFiscussion 
at the border meeting. The Deputy Commissioner, Northern 
Chin Hills agreed that many Chins and Lushais too do not 
follow tho rule as they have to visit their relatives 1 hou-
